water buffalo, child crying, Viet Cong, makes no 
distinction, and radios this information to an air- 
plane 50,000 feet high in the sky, which immediately 
cables this inf ormat i on to a computer in the Seventh 
Fleet off the China Coast and buttons arc all pushed, 
you know, none touched by human hands, and the 
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bombing, total bombing saturation for a two-mile 
radius in the countrj'side of Vietnam within ten 
minutes and the whole war is automated and we have 
to put ourselves in the positions of our brothers 
and sisters who are Vietnam people and if we truly 
believe in a global village, they are our brothers 
and sisters, and they walk out of a hut in their 
simple village and they look up and all they see, 
all they see with technology is death.
